Senate Memorial 1 requests that propane dealers notify their customers of the state’s low income
energy assistance program.

Significant Issues

Propane dealers are not regulated by the state of New Mexico. SM 1 resolves that copies of the
memorial be transmitted to propane dealers statewide and to the New Mexico propane gas asso-
ciation, but it does not specify an entity to distribute the memorial.
